If there Is any discharg e 
from the middle ear, the discharg e 
causes the skin to become soft and 
a lay er of debris forms, perfect for 
the cultivation of fung i and pus- 
forming g erms. 
If pus forms, it 
may even penetrate the ear drum, 
lig hting up the old middle ear In­ 
fection ag ain. 
Clear Up Infections Early 
Ag ain It may g o clear hey ond the 
ex ternal car and involve the ly mph 
nodes In the neck. 
It behooves 
every one to g et at these infections 
early and nip them in the bud 
Perhaps the best universal anti­ 
septic for the ex ternal ear Ls a weak 
solution of alcohol. 
One of my 
ear specialist friends say s it has to 
be put. on by someone who can see 
what he Ls doing , but in spito of 
these pronouncements many cases 
are cured by moistening a pledg et 
of cotton with alcohol and leaving 
that in the canal for an hour or 
two. 
It. 1?« advisable to g et all the ac­ 
cumulated debris out of the canal 
first and here it must be admitted 
a specialist with an otoscope is 
pretty much of a must. 
There is a standard remedy for 
these itching ears on the market 
containing one per cent thy mol: 
In my experience it is very g ood, 
and rapid in its action. It also has 
a dry ing and anesthetic, and thus 
stops Itching . 
Gly cerine prepara­ 
tions macerato the skin of the ear 
too much, and should not be used. 
Boils In Ear Canal 
Bolls inside the ear cnnal seldom 
point and therefore treatment by 
incision is not very ’ successful! 
If 
they do point, of course, IncRion 
should be done. 
The best treat­ 
ment. for most cases is to pack the 
canal lig htly with a slender strip 
of sterile g auze and then plaster 
the entire reg ion on the outside 
with hot, moist boric acid packs, 
frequently chang ed. 
Heat Is usu­ 
ally g rateful, but often makes the 
patient feel worse and in such cases 


j cold or ice packs can be substi­ 
tuted. 
If the boils nre recurrent and 
ocme in successive crops, tire use 
of a vaccine made from a culture 
of one of the bol's, a small dose g iv­ 
en every week for several months.

ment. These cases are prominent­ 
ly .summer conditions, so for that 
reason the subject is broug ht up at 
this time. 
Don’t ever forg et in children what 
may look like a puzzling succession 
of boils may be actually a foreig n 
body the child has stuffed in the 
ear.

July was slightly warmer and con­ 
siderably wetter than the average 
for that m onth in the last 50 years.

I Three inches of rain fell on July 17 
and 18. There were only six clear 
days during the month. 
'h ie year is slightly ahead In tem ­ 
perature and l 87 inches ahead in 
rainfall. 
The agricultural outlook on June 
1 was very unfavorable, but since 
then heat, copious rains and sun­ 
shine 
have caused a 
spectacular 
growth of all vegetation. 
Corn planted 60 days ago is now 
in tassel, six and eight feet tall, and 
a bumper crop Ls almost assured. 
Copeland says. Oats, a light crop, 
Ls in shock. Owing to spotty weather 
farmers are behind with their ha r­ 
vest and much wheat is still in the 
field. 
The underground water supply is 
in excellent condition and pastures 
are good. 
The warmest July was in 1934, 
with a m ean temperature cf 74.2; 
the coolest in 1924, with 65.8 degrees; 
the wettest, 1941. had a total pre­ 
cipitation of 10.15 inches, and the 
dryest, 1914, had only 1.41 inches of 
rainfall.

Tests Show Science 


Students' Aptitude 


For Chosen Career 


TUCSON. 
Ari;:. — W hat 
student 
about to begin studying for a ca - 
jeer in medicine, dentistry or nurs­ 
ing wouldn’t be willing to spend an 
hour 
or two taking 
tests which 
would show accurately his chances 
of success? 
Such tests have been developed 
ihe University of Arizona by Dr. 
William H. Brown, assistant pro­ 
fessor of zoology, and Dr. Charles 
L. Vaughn, psychology instructor. 
They report the predicting of stu­ 
dents’ grades in zoology with an 
error cf less than one grade point 
in 9 5 per cent of 2 0 0 students re­ 
cently examined. 
The tests, wo:kcd out o v e f a six- 
year period with 1,000 students, are 
based 
on elementary 
zoology 
be­ 
cause it is a prerequisite to all life 
science studies. 
sea rch for a yardstick to measure 
s' 
student’s achievements 
in 
the 
field lasted nearly five years, re­ 
sulting in a series of 4 0 tests. Each 
skill developed in the elementary 
zoology course is measured sepa­ 
rately—classification, drawing, dis­ 
section, use of microseo|>e, retention 
of factual material from lectures, 
reading 
and 
observation. 
Also 
measured are primary abilities such 
as perceptual speed and ability to 
visualize, and motor activities such 
as finger dexterity. 
An hour or two spent by a stu­ 
dent in taking the tests may save 
him a semester, a year or even e 
lifetim e of frustration, Dr. Vaughn 
declared.

U. M. W. Chieftain Pre­ 
senti Testimony In

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 — With 
John L. Lewis sitting placidly be­ 
fore the War Labor board he long 
defied and ignored, counsel for hts 
United Mine Workers began today 
their presentation of arguments for 
portal-to-portal pay—and a fatter 
pay envelope—in the coal industry. 
Lewis, invited by Chairman Wil­ 
liam H. Davis to present the union’s 
case, introduced Crampton Harris, 
Birmingham attorney who repre­ 
sented CIO iron ore miners in a 
portal-to-portal case upheld by a 
southern circuit court of appeals. 
The immediate issue was board 
approval or disapproval for a con­ 
tract between the UMW and the Il­ 
linois CDel Operators
